The Abbe, rilled with pity, 
asked if there were no means of help- 
ing them, and the mother told him 
thai a priest, Father Vanin (who, with 
the Abbe Ileschamps had made some 
efforts on behalf of the deaf and dumb), 
had for some time instructed them, 
but since his death there was no one 
i do it This was the induce 
ment which caused the Abbedel'Epee 
to begin his first, institution for deaf- 
mutes at Paris in 170(1, where he con- 
tinued to work indefutigably until his 
death, which took place in 1789. His 
memory is still, and will ever be, held 
in veneration, and in Paris an annual 
dinner is given to the deaf and dumb 
in that city on the anniversary of his 
birth. Ho was succeeded in his labors 
by tbe Abbe Sicard, liebian and others. 
A writer in tbe /.'rum/ Oyo l op st i ia sa ys 
of De I'Kpee : » While the good Abbe, 
with thai frankness which formed a 
beautiful feature in his charaoter, 
solicited the examination and judg- 
ment of the learned upon his method, 
his rivals shrouded their proceedings 
under a veil of mystery. Tbe Abbe 
devoted bis life and his fortune, <\ 
cept a bate supply for his own wants. 
to ihe service of the class he had 
taken under his protection. Pereira 

refused lo disclose his method except 
for a large recompense, and Heinicko, 
in addition to receiving payment from 
i he rich, had 4,000 crowns annually al- 
lowed him by the Orand Duke of 
Saxony. Jioih tbeee persons made 
(he art I bey professed an interested 
speculation ; the Abbe do I'Kpeo only 
tolerated tbe rich, he was proud of 
being the instructor of the poor and 
ignorant." 

In this "great country of ours," 
with its boasted spread <>f Catholicism 

!■ only one priest who has been 
regularly appointed to minister to the 

spiritual weata of deaf mates, This is 

I'nl her fjibieton, who officiates in 
Philadelphia. He, like Abbe de 1'Epee, 
is a Frenchman Mis minisl rations 
ititined wholly to Philadelphia. 
In New York City, in St. Francis 
Xavier's (Munch, Rev. Father Free 

m»n. s.l., officiates every Sunday, 
His work, like that of Brother De 

Sales, is a labor of love, he doing his 
work wholly from interest in the mutes. 
Just now there is an effort being 
made in Newark, N. J., to have a 
priest appointed to his work. This is 
ail the Catholic Church has done for 
i Ik; deaf, not taking into account the 
half-dozen schools established in va- 
rious parts of the country by well- 
meaning ladies. It is time something 
substantial was done in this direction, 
for in the words of Father f,i bretonj 
" How many Catholics are lost to the 
Church for lack of priests to educate 
them; how many are ashamed of their 
religion, and how many more still 
know nothing about the Church of 
i heir forefathers."

ed my usual mite, and demands to 
know tbe reason why. Ill healih and 
press of business has been the reason, 
and still obliges me to curtail all liter- 
ary work and correspondence. 

As I write, Los Angeles is undergo- 
ing a period of great bustle and excite- 
mant. The elections and the boom in 
real estate sales keep the people, busy, 
anil nothing else can be thought about. 
The arrival of crowds of Eastern and 
Northern people, both healthy settlers 
and invalid tourists, has continued all 
tbe summer and fall, and tin-re is no 
sign of abating. Last week the sales 

of real estate amounted to nearly $1, 
750,000, and during October to over 
83,000,000. While tbe sales in San 
Francisco came up to lira than one 
third that amount for the tame period.

The desertion of 
people from San Francisco is aocbunl 
ed for to a great extent by the marvel 
Ions progress and increase in poptlla 
tion of Los Angeles, where there an a 
great many people from the Goldeii 
Gate, settled down to business. 

A late number of the JothurAl men- 
tioned that tbe champion swindler, 
Geo. Prigge, had left St. Josephs, Mo., 
for Massacusetts. I hope if iIuh met tt 
his eye, he will bo manly enough to 
return the money he obtained from 
parties here under false pretences arid 
adopt some honest, means of obtaining 

a livelihood. 

The .JoiuiNAi. of the 21st of 
October had a paragraph in its 
•' Massachusetts Jottings," stating that 
Mr. Alexander Houghton, late of War 
ccHter, Mass., was " a Vagrant and beg 
ging money'' in California. This is 
far from being true, and does Mr. A. 
Houghton great, Injustice. <>nly an 
enemy could have written that false 
statement. Mr. Houghton {s an 
honest and industrious man, ami is fat- 
above being a vagrant. He owns con 
liderable real estate here and in Oolo 
rado. and has plenty of Work improv 
ing his land here. 

Several deaf-mute lolling stones 
have visliled Lot Angeles' during the 
past few weeks Some of them obtain 
ed employment, but, soon found 
work at good pay too irksome, and 
rolled on towards San Francisco — the 
Mecca of all such characters.

The late proprietor and editor of

collapse ot the Silent Nation is ano- 
ther warning to enterprising deal 
mute printers. The publishing of 
such papers arc dangerous rocks, on 
which many little fortunes have been 
wrecked There seems to be no need 
of such publications, unless run in 

connection with some large Institution 

for the purpose ol giving the pupil- a 
knowledge of type selling. The 
Joi.'knai, is too powerful for competi 
tion, and is so well conducted as in 
be I he national paper for deaf-mutes in 

Amerlos So far as I can learn, it 

has been conducli-d very ably and mi 
partially, and deserves general sup- 
port. Personal attacks on the charac- 
ter of individual deaf-mutes, should 
find no place in the .Touknai,, unless 
be abundant proof thill the 
publication of such is for the public 
good. For instance, tbe expose 
George Prigge, who committed whole- 
sale swindles on the public, on the 
Pacific coast, last winter, was a 
necessity, as warrants were out for his 
arrest, ; but the Otttslaught on Mr 
Alexander Houghton, by your Mas 
sachusntts correspondent on such 
slim and unreliable authority, was a 
grave mistake, and should not Oocor 
again. Let all deal mute corre- 
spondents send to the Joi knai, only 
such fads and news that will interest 
and instruct, the general readers, and 
banish from their manuscripts, all ex- 
aggeration of facts and malicious in 

■lunations on the character of others. 
Tbey aoI1 then greatly help to make 
our only good newspaper organ better 
and more powerful for the general 
good of deaf mutes.
